Bronco pessimism 

I can't believe the praise and love 
John Elway is getting from Colorado 
sportswriters for the Denver Broncos' 
2012 draft ("Broncos' big-time draft 
recovery," End Zone, May 2). You 
guys should have been excoriating 
Elway for the worst Bronco draft class 
in its history.

Elway 
said he was going after impact play- 
ers and wound up with Derek Wolfe, 
Osweiller, Malik Jackson, Ronnie 
Hillman and Omar Bolden. The only 
player that might break into the start- 
ing lineup is Bolden, and he had seri- 
ous injury problems. 

Jackson was running second string 
at Southern Cal before transferring to 
Tennessee. Hillman struggled against 
better teams and is too small to be a 
blocker in the backfield. Osweiller is 
6-foot-7 and will probably get killed 
due to his frame, and even if he is 
good they don't expect to use him for 
three or four years. 

Elway passed on great impact play- 
ers in the draft and instead got Wolfe, 
who should have gone in the fifth 
round or later; Osweiller, who may 
not play for four years; Hillman, a 
small running back who may or may 
not be able to play NFL-caliber ball; 
and Jackson, a backup at USC. 

You could have put a blind man in 
a dark room and he could have picked 
names out of a hat and had a much 
better draft than Denver, and yet you 
guys are praising Elway as a genius. 

Elway and Fox will be revealed 
as idiots in the next couple of years. 
There is no possible way with the 
murderous schedule they have this 
year that they can make the playoffs.

Built-in disadvantages 

Sara Robinson's "Paychecks and 
Balances" is right on the money in 
describing much of the 2012 Ameri- 
can workplace. Unfortunately, the 
far-right propaganda machine has also 
been working overtime for the past 30 
years to persuade many of these same 
workers to think, act and vote against 
their own economic self-interest, and 
to enable the unmitigated supply-side 
"trickle-down" economic regime that 
has contributed to worker abuse and 
exploitation. 

One might think it would be 
extremely difficult to convince an 
American worker, struggling for 50 or 
60 hours a week at one or more jobs, 
and who may never see the north side 
of $60,000 (or $50,000) a year, to 
embrace conservative supply-side eco- 
nomics, worship rich "job-creating" 
entrepreneurs and demonize unions, 
all while enduring flat pay, diminish- 
ing benefits, eliminated pensions and 
outsourcing of jobs. Yet the right wing 
has improbably managed this task. 

It appears that many American 
workers today are too apathetic and 



brainwashed (as well as exhausted) to 
push back against employment abuses. 
But such abuse is no more inevitable 
today than it was in 1890. Some 
employers will exploit their employ- 
ees because they can. It will require 
a rebirth of a labor movement or its 
21st-century equivalent, together with 
a rise in public consciousness such as 
occurred during the Progressive Era, 
to rebalance the playing field.

Differing views

Sanders: Penrose of today? 

During the past three years, Perry Sanders says he has invested more 
than $32 million to transform the once-derelict Mining Exchange 
Building into a luxury boutique hotel. 

"Look at this space!" he says. "This may be the greatest hotel lobby in 
the world." 

Sanders is not given to understatement. 

We're seated beside the floor-to-ceiling windows in the almost-finished 
lobby, a few days before the scheduled May 9 soft opening of what's formally 
called The Mining Exchange, a Wyndham Grand Hotel. Most workmen have 
departed for the evening, leaving the two of us and a piano tuner, patiently 
working on the gleaming 1896 grand piano in the center of the lobby. 

Sanders, a trial lawyer from Louisiana, came to Colorado Springs in 
2001. He'd been hired to represent the plaintiffs in a class action against 
Schlage Lock in Fountain. The suit dragged on for years, and Sanders, as 
lead counsel for more than 3,000 plaintiffs, was also financing the case. 

"I had about $2.7 million in the 

deal," he said, "and I realized that I 
had to give it my full attention — so I 
moved here." 

Then came Hurricane Katrina in 
2005. "I was here — and whatever 
thoughts, whatever remaining doubts 
I had were eliminated when my law 
office [in Louisiana] was destroyed." 
Sanders had entered the commercial real-estate market, converting the 
historic Trestle Building into condos. So he looked for another opportunity. 

"Tim Leigh showed me the Mining Exchange Building in December of 
2005, and told me I had 24 hours to make up my mind. I'd have to come up 
with $150,000 in non-refundable earnest money — bye-bye money that I'd 
never see again — by the next day. We made it happen, and closed in January." 

An office condo conversion found few buyers, so Sanders bought out a 
partner and planned to build apartments. That didn't work, either. 

"I always thought this building should be a hotel," he says. "We did 
some feasibility studies, and decided to go ahead." 

On May 15, 2009, Sanders began a massive renovation of the iconic 
1902 building, ripping off a "modern" fa§ade installed 40 years before to 
reveal spectacular granite pillars and arches. 

Work proceeded slowly. The hotel would open in the fall of 2010 ... no, 
the next spring . . . definitely the next fall . . . and now, absolutely, positively 
this week, with the grand opening July 15. 

The recession dried up most sources of financing, and Sanders found 
himself writing personal checks to keep the deal afloat. Few downtown 
business people believed he could pull it off. 

"Was I scared?" Sanders mused. "Unless you have disposable wealth to 
see a project through to fruition or failure, of course you get scared. Thir- 
ty-two million in real cash — that's a lot, for a very little guy like me." 

It's almost dark outside. Pedestrians press their faces to the windows, 
smile and wave. The interior space really is magnificent. 

It's hard not to think of Spencer Penrose, another tough, flamboyant 
transplant who came to Colorado Springs a century ago. Penrose made his 
fortune in Cripple Creek and Utah, and built a grand hotel on the site of a 
defunct casino. 

What about the Mining Exchange? Will it complement The Broadmoor, 
as the original Antlers once did? Will Sanders make millions, or go spec- 
tacularly broke? 

"I still remain on the cusp of financial disaster," he says. "[But] I'm 
blessed to make a pretty good living as an attorney. So if at the end of the 
day, the second or third person in line after me sees it through, that's OK. I 
started framing houses when I was 14. 1 enjoy building things, and I enjoy 
most seeing old things come to life. 
"Help me for a minute, can you?" 

Sanders wants to re-orient the piano, so the three of us maneuver the 
massive, fragile instrument a few inches to the right. Then, with quick, 
rippling fingers, he plays a few bars of a baseball song, and we talk for a 
while about "The shot heard 'round the world." It's a nice metaphor. 
But is Sanders a heroic Bobby Thomson figure ... or Ralph Branca? 



We'll soon know.

Fracking: no room to breathe 



It's time for Coloradans to take a hard look at hydraulic fracturing — 
fracking — and a critical view of those state lawmakers who are more 
interested in sucking up to the gas and oil lobby than protecting their 
constituents. 

A three-year air pollution study conducted by the University of Colorado 
at Denver School of Public Health revealed that air within a half-mile of 
fracking operations contained five times the level of certain pollutants 
deemed safe by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. This leaves 
workers and residents within that half-mile area exposed to air pollutants 
that could potentially harm their health. 

The chemicals included trimethylbenzenes, chronic exposure to which 
can cause nervousness, tension and anxiety, asthmatic bronchitis, anemia 
and alterations in blood clotting; aliaphatic hydrocarbons, which can affect 
the lungs, the nervous system, heart and liver; and xylenes, which can 
cause conjunctivitis, dermatitis, kidney and liver damage, and dryness of 
the nose, throat and skin. 



Ka-ching! It's all about 
profit, of course.

be set back 350 feet from 
i.e., neighborhoods — and 150 feet from 



developed residential areas 
rural residential areas. 

Just to help you with the math, a half-mile is 2,640 feet. 

After hearing the concerns of Aurora residents upset by the encroach- 
ment of fracking rigs on their homes and schools, state Rep. Su Ryden, 
D-Aurora, introduced House Bill 1176 this year, asking lawmakers to 
increase the required setback to 1,000 feet. But Ryden's bill never even 
made it out of committee. Even if the bill had passed, 1,000 feet is inad- 
equate, if the results of this study are accurate. 

In an ideal world, the gas and oil industry would look at this study, apol- 
ogize, and move its operations to a safe distance from places where people 
live and breathe. Instead, what we see from the oil and gas industry is an 
unending barrage of advertisements telling us how the natural gas beneath 
the Front Range will provide energy and jobs for Colorado and the nation 
for years to come. 

Ka-ching! It's all about profit, of course. When HB 1176 was killed, Rep. 
David Balmer, R-Centennial, justified his action on the bill by claiming it 
would result in lost jobs in Colorado. 

"This bill will send another shock wave across the country that Colorado 
doesn't want to do oil and gas development. It will cause us to lose jobs! 
Why do you want to run a bill that will cause Colorado to lose jobs?" 

Of course, Balmer was employing hyperbole. Requiring fracking opera- 
tions to stay at least 1,000 feet — or even 2,700 feet — away from homes, 
businesses and schools doesn't mean Colorado doesn't want to "do oil and 
gas." It simply means Colorado, unlike Balmer, places some value on the 
health and well-being of its residents. 

And shouldn't people's health come first? Or does money desensitize us to 
the idea of children breathing xylenes and trimethylbenzenes while they sit 
in their classrooms, play on the playground and sleep in their beds at night? 

The state Legislature will have an opportunity to address this issue again 
next year, and let's hope it takes the responsibility seriously, putting the gas and 
oil lobby in its place and focusing on the needs of their constituents instead. 

Not only should the setback be increased to beyond a half-mile, but a 
substantive effort should be made to eliminate the air pollution associated 
with fracking. Period. After all, whatever impacts human life will also 
affect wildlife. 

Thanks to the abundance of oil and gas trapped in Colorado's Niobrara 
Formation, the gas and oil industry is poised to eat this state alive. The regu- 
lations under which the industry is permitted to operate will have a direct 
impact on the people of Colorado, especially along much of the Front Range. 

Sure, we'll do gas and oil, but we'll do it safely. And if the oil and gas 
industry doesn't like it? Well, the Niobrara Formation isn't going anywhere, 
so I guess they'll have to adapt.

The Bentonville stench spreads 



Apparently a skunk doesn't smell its own stink — or at least it's not 
offended by it. 

Likewise, Wal-Mart honchos are currently talking about the nauseat- 
ing stench of its still-evolving bribery scandal as though it's coming from 
somewhere else.

Far from stopping the corrupt payments, Scott killed 
an internal inquiry into the corruption by turning it over to — guess who? 
— Castro-Wright. 

Yes, the very same man pushing the illegality! The bribes continued, 
Castro-Wright was promoted to vice chairman, Scott retired with a golden 
pension and multimillion-dollar fortune, and Duke was elevated to CEO, 
now drawing $18 million a year in pay.

Let's inspire our new voters 



Two Saturdays ago, I put on my best purple shirt (more on that later) and 
spent a few hours with a local organization that's trying to stay relevant 
in a changing world. 

We're talking about the League of Women Voters, though a few mem- 
bers here — and across the country — are actually men. 

This was the League's annual meeting, and members apparently wanted 
a guest speaker who a) wouldn't charge, and b) might not put everyone to 
sleep after lunch. The more I thought about it, this seemed like an opportu- 
nity to share an idea. 

First, I talked about growing up in "a place called Hope," as fellow 
native Bill Clinton called it when running for president 20 years ago. But 
that little town of about 10,000 in southwest Arkansas has produced far 
more than a governor who went on to the White House. Several members 
of Clinton's administration, notably chief of staff Mack McLarty and 
counsel Vince Foster, came from Hope. As mentioned here before, I went 
to high school and worked in radio with Mike Huckabee, who also would 

become governor and run for president. Past and present, 

Hope has cultivated prominent state legislators, judges 
and congressmen. 

Why so many from one small town? We could talk 
about good teachers in schools (a familiar line: "I 
taught your momma and daddy, and they were smart"), 
but another big reason was political involvement. The 
political evolution in Arkansas inspired many young 
people to work actively for candidates and movements. 
^^^^^^^^h One catalyst in the 1960s was moderate Republican 
Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller (brother of former New 
York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller), who had the money to pull together large 
numbers of teens and college kids. 

Young people wanting to participate in the political process — to me, 
that was always the secret to so many leaders coming out of Hope. 

So why not here and now, in Colorado Springs? Why not create a frame- 
work for high school and college students to learn about candidates, issues 
and personal involvement as they reach the age of being able to vote? 

Let's be clear: I'm not talking about starting clubs for Young Republicans 
and Young Democrats at every high school and college. 

Instead, my proposal is to develop a neutral, nonpartisan group. Already, 
suggestions for possible names include "League of Young Voters" or simply 
"Young Colorado Voters." 

It could start with a meeting of anyone ages 17 to 25 from across the city 
and region. They could gather, come up with their own ideas, and begin 
hearing presentations, discussions and debates covering all sides. Perhaps 
it could build from there into a single, large political forum (or perhaps one 
for high school students, and another for colleges) during the fall campaign. 
They would determine their own goals, such as convincing as many young 
adults as possible to care about voting. 

The Independent would support it, but our involvement would mostly 
be limited to getting the word out. (That's why I wore the purple shirt, as 
opposed to red or blue.) As for making it happen, that's where the nonparti- 
san organizations come in. 

At the end of that April 28 talk, the League of Women Voters expressed 
some interest, and it's since helped to generate a number of follow-up 
e-mails. I've also contacted Kristy Milligan, executive director of Citizens 
Project, and she's been supportive, saying, "We could definitely help pro- 
moting such an effort, and could likely turn out volunteers." She believes 
it might mesh well with work by the Pikes Peak Equality Coalition "to 
empower young voters." 

Of course, it won't go anywhere unless enough of the area's young 
adults want it to happen. This is just a rough guess, but I'd estimate that 
somewhere between 5,000 and 7,000 local teens will become eligible 
to vote in 2012 (and every year), not to mention those who already have 
turned 18. 

We've seen how voter apathy has become so prevalent among middle- 
aged and older people. So why not tackle the problem at the front end, and 
make young people want to be involved? 

If it works, who knows, we might even have a president from Colorado

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To stop the bleeding 

New Memorial leaders come in for a little triage

City-owned Memorial Health 
System has gotten black eyes in 
the past: secret bonuses for a select 
few, cost overruns on its north side 
hospital, even hiring board mem- 
bers for lucrative executive jobs. 

Through it all, Memorial's board 
of directors remained intact. 
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Former chair James Moore says the 
board had known of unhappy doctors. 
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But when it voted April 25 to give 
$1.15 million in severance pay to 
CEO Dr. Larry McEvoy, board mem- 
bers ignited a firestorm. And they got 
burned last Friday, with City Council 
ousting the nine-member board and 
installing seven new people. 

Council specified the new board 
would be composed of "individuals 
from the community with health- 
care and administrative back- 
ground," according to the motion. 
Only Debbie Chandler, CEO of 
Colorado Springs Health Partners, 
actually has those qualifications. 

But Council President Scott 
Hente points out that three others 
used to serve on Memorial's board: 
Curtis Brown, an executive with 
UBS Financial Services; Marcy 
Morrison, former county commis- 
sioner, Manitou Springs mayor and 
state insurance commissioner; and 
Janice Weiland, executive with Cas- 
cade Investment Group. 

"They all had governance back- 
grounds, and all had a long com- 
mitment of service in the commu- 
nity," Hente says. 

Three others are linked to the 
development community: Dirk Drap- 
er, with engineering firm CH2M 
Hill; Jim Johnson, with GE Johnson 
Construction Co.; and Fred Veitch, 



with Nor'wood Development Group. 
(Alternates are Doug Stimple, with 
Classic Homes, and Steven Gold, of 
Pikes Peak Community College.) 

The change comes just months 
before voters are to decide whether 
to approve a 40-year lease of Memo- 
rial to University of Colorado 
Health. UCH has said in a statement 
that the board upheaval hasn't affect- 
ed negotiations, which it described 
as "proceeding smoothly." 

But whether the new board mem- 
bers will stay on after UCH takes 
over — assuming voters approve — 
is anyone's guess. First, UCH will 
have to OK them. Second, they'll 
have to accept that big-picture 
decisions will be made at UCH's 
Denver headquarters, where Memo- 
rial won't have a seat at the table, 
according to the UCH bid proposal. 

Before any of that happens, 
Americans for Prosperity, a 
political action group headed in 
Colorado by radio personality Jeff 
Crank, is asking City Council to 
investigate the board's handling of a 
"consensus statement" it received in 
December. In it, 22 of Memorial's 
850 physicians expressed "no confi- 
dence" in the administration. 

Ousted board chair James Moore 
tells the Indy it wasn't big news; 
in early 2011, a nationwide physi- 
cian survey showed Memorial near 
the bottom for its partnership with 
doctors. "We had seen physicians 
taking patients to Penrose and other 
sites," Moore says, "because they 
weren't happy with Memorial." 

Moore says the first-ever report 
gave the board a "field of data" 
used to devise "actionable items" 
that were in the works when the 
board was removed. 

On Monday afternoon, new board 
member Morrison was still wait- 
ing for "informational materials." 
Under the existing schedule, the 
board would meet next at 7:30 a.m., 
May 23, but Morrison says she plans 
to lobby to hold meetings at times 
"more accessible to the public." 

Next week, a City Attorney's 
Office report should lay out the city's 
legal options in canceling McEvoy's 
parting package or modifying it from 
the 18 months' pay, plus benefits — 
a deal the board said aligned with 
industry standards — to six months' 
pay as specified in his contract. 

Morrison wouldn't say how she 
would vote if Council asked the 
board to rescind McEvoy's deal.

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Ripple effect 



Lucky few continue to enjoy a sweet Utilities deal related to an unlikely reservoir project

Homes with acreage and perfect 
views of Pikes Peak look like 
they'd rent for more than $300 a month. 
But that's what seven rural renters pay, 
as they have for eight or nine years and 
likely will for years to come. 




In 2003, Springs Utilities paid $450,000 for this home. It's 
now worth $293,000 — and the former owners still live there. 



The low rents stem from Colorado 
Springs Utilities' decision almost a 
decade ago to lavish $6.1 million on 
the owners of 400 acres near the site of 
the proposed Jimmy Camp Creek Res- 
ervoir in northeast Colorado Springs. 
Property owners were paid up to four 
times what the El Paso County asses- 
sor said their homes were worth. Then 
they were allowed to rent those homes, 
with assurance of first shot at buying 
them back if the city didn't need them. 

Nine years later, most renters are 
still there, and the chance of a res- 
ervoir being built in this area for the 
Southern Delivery System pipeline is 
"minimal," says SDS deputy program 
director Keith Riley. "We're complete- 
ly focused on Upper Williams Creek." 

Generous offers 

In 2002, drought gripped the region 
and development boomed. City Coun- 



cil, which also comprises the Utilities 
Board, put SDS on a fast track. And 
Utilities responded, trying to secure 
the Jimmy Camp Creek site by offer- 
ing huge settlements to 14 landowners. 
In all, Utilities paid $4.4 million 
for properties 
and another 
$1.7 million 
for relocations. 
In one case, in 
which one house 
was appraised 
at $276,700, 
Utilities paid 
$720,800 to buy 
the house and 
pay moving fees. 
That couple still 
lives there today. 

While many 
residents didn't 
return phone 
calls or e-mails 
seeking comment, Joan Bryant says 
she and her husband, Clyde, moved to 
Black Forest six months after accept- 
ing $320,000 for their property, which 
included $65,000 in moving expenses. 

"They did make certain compensa- 
tions for the fact you had to move," 
Bryant says. "I thought it was pretty 
fair and square." 

The situation with Donald Watkins 
isn't so simple. Spokeswoman Janet 
Rummel says Utilities records show 
Watkins was paid $785,000 for his 
home and 25 acres and $140,000 for 
another 10 acres. 

Watkins, meanwhile, has told the 
Indy only about the $140,000 deal. He 
also claims that Utilities "misrepre- 
sented the situation" a decade ago. 

"Everybody here was under the 
impression [Utilities] could take prop- 
erty under eminent domain," he says, 
"but they couldn't because they didn't 



have a registered public project going 
on." (SDS didn't get its permit from the 
Bureau of Reclamation until 2009.) 

To this, Rummel notes that one 
Utilities worker who handled the deals 
has died, and the other has retired. "It's 
hard for us to know how it was misrep- 
resented if the people involved in this 
transaction aren't around." 

One thing that is clear: After buying 
its parcels, Utilities ran into problems. 
In 2007, the Bureau of Reclamation 
was informed that Jimmy Camp Creek 
harbors important fossils and archeo- 
logical artifacts dating back some 70 
million years. In addition, says Rum- 
mel, federal agencies determined that 
waterfowl in the area were in the flight 
path of Colorado Springs airport; a res- 
ervoir would attract even more birds. 

Moreover, Utilities still needed 
1,500 more acres at Jimmy Camp. That 
land was owned by Banning Lewis 
Ranch Co., and a Council member 
in mid-2007 said the company was 
demanding up to $150,000 per acre. 

No defense 

Without such problems, Upper Wil- 
liams Creek has been tapped by federal 
regulators as the "least environmen- 
tally damaging practicable alternative," 
Riley says. But Utilities doesn't own 
any of the 2,000 acres, and one fam- 
ily that owns about 700 of those acres 
wants to build its own reservoir there 
("Choppy waters," News, May 2). 

Riley says if things go sour at 
Upper Williams Creek, the city could 
fall back on Jimmy Camp. But that 
would bring another federal permit- 
ting process, plus excavation and col- 
lection of artifacts. In addition, those 
outstanding 1,500 acres would have to 
be purchased from a new owner: Ultra 
Resources, a Houston-based oil drill- 
ing company. In an e-mail, Ultra vice 



president for exploration Doug Selvius 
tells the Indy that "it's just too early for 
us to make any decisions or commit- 
ments with that acreage. 

"I will add, though, that prospectiv- 
ity for oil wouldn't really be relevant 
since we'd likely be able to drill hori- 
zontally under the Jimmy Camp Creek 
area without disturbing the surface." 

While signs in the area say "private 
homesteads," they're now publicly 
owned, meaning nobody gets tax rev- 
enue from them. The city, county, Fal- 
con School District 49 and others have 
foregone roughly $140,000 in property 
tax money in the past nine years, 
according to a calculation based on 
mill levies. Meanwhile, Rummel says, 
Utilities has collected about $247,700 
in rent and, since 2010, has spent about 
$10,000 on repairs and maintenance. 

Other than the Bryants, only one 
renter has moved; the new tenant 
is paying "market rate" of $1,395 a 
month, Rummel says. 

Rummel admits the transactions 
weren't Utilities' finest. 

"I just don't think we can defend 
what occurred back then," she says. 
"We have learned from what is viewed 
as possibly a mistake, and we're not 
conducting business that way today." 
In 2006, Council ordered an overhaul 
of the city's land acquisition policies, 
all but abolishing relocation payments. 

She won't disclose if renters have 
fallen behind on rent, saying that's con- 
fidential because the renters are con- 
sidered "customers," even though they 
don't get utilities from the city. 

And as for whether Utilities could 
ever sell the Jimmy Camp properties, 
that's an open question. The leases auto- 
matically renew "until such time as the 
property is needed by Landlord."

Lamborn shrugs off challenger's requests for a debate

Robert Blaha says he's asked 
Congressman Doug Lamborn 
to debate no fewer than 16 times. 

"I can't get him to respond," says 
Blaha. "I can't get him to debate." 

Consider it the incumbent advan- 
tage. No matter how much your 
opponent presses for a debate, you 
generally can just ignore the issue.

"There's lots of people who 
would say that's good politics," says 
Jeff Crank, head of Americans for 
Prosperity in Colorado, "and you 
probably would find lots of strate- 
gists who would say that. 

"I think that it's a bit disrespect- 
ful to voters." 

When Crank ran against Lam- 
born in 2008, he couldn't get the 
congressman to debate then, either. 

According to the Blaha campaign's 
spokeswoman, Ashlee Springer, they 
are willing to accommodate Lambo- 
rn's wishes for time, venue, you name 
it. KOAA-TV has made a standing 
offer to moderate any debate. 

Lamborn's spokeswoman, Cathe- 
rine Mortensen, declined to respond 
to requests for comment. But on 
Friday, the Indy caught up with 
Lamborn at a prayer meeting on 
the steps of Colorado Springs City 
Hall. When asked if he knew how 
many times Blaha had asked him 
to debate, Lamborn responded, "I 
don't care what his count is; I don't 
keep track of the guy." 

The third-term congressman 
went on to question why his chal- 
lenger would even want to step 



into the ring. "I'd think that he'd 
be afraid to debate," he says, "after 
I trounced him at the Pikes Peak 
Firearms Coalition." 

At the only forum the two have 
shared since Blaha announced 
his candidacy four months ago, 
the longtime businessman made a 
gaffe. While answering questions 
from the crowd of guns' rights sup- 
porters last month, Blaha stated that 
he opposes the Supreme Court's 
decision in District of Columbia 
v. Heller — a decision that main- 
tained the individual right to bear 
arms. Blaha has since clarified that 
he misspoke, and that he supports 
the Supreme Court's decision. 

Pressed on the issue of a debate, 
Lamborn took a shot at Blaha's 
campaign financing. As of March 
31, Blaha had contributed $375,000 
to his own cause — 86 percent of 
his total fundraising haul, accord- 
ing to opensecrets.org. 

"Just because someone has a 
bunch of money," Lamborn says, 
"and they get themselves on the 
ballot by paying for signatures on 
a petition, and they think that they 
can buy a seat in Congress, doesn't 
mean that I necessarily feel that 
justifies a debate. That is his and 
his children's money." 

Blaha's take: "I think that's a con- 
venient argument. But if you believe 
in your product and you are an entre- 
preneur, what do you do? You write 
checks. I believe in this product." 

Campaign finance is a welcome 
conversation topic for Blaha, as he's 
attempting to make Lamborn's past 
use of earmarks a centerpiece of his 
campaign. Blaha argues that before 
Lamborn joined other Republicans 
in banning the roundabout funding 
mechanism, he used earmarks to 
reward campaign contributors. In a 
press release, Blaha cited two such 
earmarks, originally reported by 
the Gazette last year: a $1.6 mil- 
lion government contract for one 
donor, and a $800,000 contract for 
another. 

Lamborn is a politician who 
rewards favored constituents, the 
Blaha campaign argues, while ignor- 
ing or even attacking others. 

"I hear that from the most far- 
reaching groups you can imagine," 
says Blaha. "The refusal to meet, 
the refusal to collaborate, the refus- 
al to talk — I don't know how you 
can be a U.S. representative and 
have that attitude."

Ado over stormwater 

There's probably nothing less appealing to 
voters than stormwaterfunding. Ever since 
voters passed Question 300 in 2009 that 
led Colorado Springs City Council to halt 
stormwater fees, local governments have 
been searching for ways to pay for storm 
drains, channels and detention ponds. 

In short, a wayto keep El Paso County's 
runoff from becoming Pueblo's nightmare. 

Now, a new study from Summit 
Economics LLC says Colorado Springs 
residents pay less ($4.63 per capita 
annually) than those of every other Front 
Range city. The average is $52.11. To reach 
that average. El Paso County would have 
to impose a half-percent sales tax (50 
cents on a $100 purchase), a property tax 
of 5.8 mills ($93 on the tax bill of a $200,000 
house) or a $5.35 per month fee per home. 

Any of those taxing methods would 
yield the roughly $36 million a year needed 
to tackle a $600 million backlog for the 
county, Colorado Springs, Manitou Springs, 
Fountain and Monument, the study says. 

Andthe issue lies here, not downstream 
in Pueblo County, which accounts for 
only 1 percent of the region's stormwater 
infrastructure needs, the study found. 

The Fountain Creek Watershed Flood 
Control and Greenway District, which 
covers portions of Pueblo and El Paso 
Counties, funded the study, and its 
manager Larry Small says the board is 
eying a November 2013 election if a tax 
increase is sought. 

Which is overdue, note Pueblo County 
commissioners in a May 3 letter to 
Springs Mayor Steve Bach and the City 
Council urging "immediate action to solve 
this funding deficit," especially given the 
Springs' promises to Pueblo in orderto get 
its construction permit for the Southern 
Delivery System pipeline. 

Bach wrote back, saying he's "searching 
for efficiencies" in the city budgetto fund 
stormwater control and has asked Council 
to do the same asthe Utilities Board. Bach 
was to meet with Pueblo commissioners 
Thursday, but that's been scratched and a 
new date not yet chosen. — PZ 

Civil unions imminent? 

Civil unions are breaking up the Colorado 
GOP. 

Senate Bill 2, Rep. Mark Ferrandino's 
bill to authorize civil unions, has enjoyed 
unexpected support from Republicans in 
the final days of the 2012 session of the 
state Legislature. And in one case — that 
of Rep. B.J. Nikkei of Loveland — this 
support marked a 180-degree change 
from a position held just a year ago. 

Nikkei sits on the House Judiciary 
Committee, where last year a similar bill 
was killed after making it through the 
Democrat-controlled Senate. The vote 
was along party lines. This year, however, 
Nikkei broke with her counterparts and 
voted to allow SB 2 out of committee. 

The bill then went to the House Finance 
Committee, where Republican Rep. Don 



Beezley of Broomfield broke from his party 
as well, and voted to move the bill along. 

As of Tuesday morning, the bill was 
scheduled to go to the Appropriations 
Committee, where Republican Rep. Cheri 
Gerou had already signaled her intent to 
vote to move the bill out of committee. It 
would then go to the floor for a vote. But 
time is short; today, Wednesday, is the 
final day of session.

But 
the international Christian organization, 
based in the Springs, has decided that it 
doesn't want to open itself up to potential 
lawsuits by pressing for a constitutional 
amendment. 

Focus had begun the process of getting an 
initiative on the fall ballot, but withdrew the 
effort last week, the Denver Post reports. 

As a result of recent legislation, 
petitioners for ballot initiatives have 
simply become too vulnerable to charges 
of fraud, Tom Minnery, the executive 
director of CitizenLink, Focus' political 
action wing, told the paper. — CH 

Barker survives stroke 

Apparently, it takes more than a stroke to 
keep Rep. Mark Barker down. 

The Republican representative for 
House District 17 wasn't feeling well last 
week, and was driven to the hospital by 
his colleague. Rep. Janak Joshi, according 
to media reports. There it was discovered 
that he had suffered a minor stroke. 

Barker, a first-term representative, 
missed a few days at the Legislature, but 
was back in attendance for the last days 
of session. 

This fall, he faces a challenge at the 
ballot, with Democrat Tony Exum Sr. 
vying for his southeast Colorado Springs 
seat. — CH

It's barely afternoon on a blindingly 
sunny Earth Day out in Denver's Five 
Points neighborhood, and Kalyn Heffer- 
nan has already been busted. 

Fortunately, we're not dealing with 
the police — although her wheelchair, as 
she'll later explain in our interview, has 
kept her out of jail on more than one occa- 
sion. Instead, a handful of environmental 
do-gooders are telling us about how they 
spent the morning cleaning up graffiti. 
"Probably my stuff," says the inveterate 



tagger with a wily grin, prompting the 
volunteers to assure us they've got noth- 
ing against graffiti, just so long as it's in 
its proper place. 

I'm still pondering where that proper 
place might be as we pile into Heffernan's 
van and I notice the near-empty spray 
paint cans on the passenger floorboard. 

With the Wheelchair Sports Camp 
frontwoman at the wheel, and the two 
emcees from fellow Denver hip-hop 
group Wandering Monks in the back, 



we drive to Heffernan's house to talk 
about their music and the show they'll be 
playing Saturday, May 12, to benefit the 
family of Tray von Martin, the unarmed 
teen whose fatal shooting in Florida has 
drawn attention to the state's controver- 
sial "Stand Your Ground" law. 

Heffernan's band, which will be head- 
lining the Black Sheep benefit on a bill 
with the Wandering Monks and numer- 
ous local emcees, has been getting a lot 
of attention since the 24-year-old Uni- 



versity of Colorado at Denver graduate 
landed on the cover of New York's influ- 
ential Village Voice this past December. 
The 4,000-word story, titled "Wheelchair 
Sports Camp's Crip Life," covered a lot 
of ground, from the brittle bone disease 
that the 53-pound, SVi-foot-tall bandlead- 
er was born with, to a meeting at Emi- 
nem's Shady Records with A&R director 
Rigo "Riggs" Morales, who's interested 
in producing the group. 

If you want to understand why, just 
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check the video for "Where We All Live," 
the title track of the brilliant new Wheel- 
chair Sports Camp EP, with its endear- 
ingly beautiful vocal from bandmate Abi 
Miller leading up to a typically engaging 
rap from Heffernan: 

Never really been the type to color in 
the lines 

But confess I've been blessed and 

obsessed with sunshine 

The city is my canvas so I gotta bump dat 
And just keep swimming with a floaty 

and a blunt wrap 

Not quite tall enough for the big rides 
Haven 't grown an inch since I was 6 

and I'm just fine 

It's showtime and I won't anticipate 

perfect 

But be damned if I didn't make every 
mistake worth it 

If Heffernan and her band infuse their 
sound with traces of soul and jazz (Miller 
plays saxophone, for chrissake), Wandering 
Monks' McAD and Linguistory, in tan- 
dem with their live deejay, serve up lilting 
three-part harmonies that wouldn't sound 
out of place on a classic reggae album. 



Influenced by groups like the Wailers and 
Dead Prez, the two Denver-area musicians 
— Linguistory grew up in Colorado Springs, 
McAD in Milwaukee — have a gift for 
devising rapid-fire rhymes that are socially 
conscious but never mundane. As they put it 
on last year's self-titled debut album: 
No one wants to be a damn robot 
Monday morning traffic, TV and Zoloft 
My time is all I have 
Caught myself wishing that away 
Couldn't wait to get to Saturday 
Watching my days pass me by 
No more wasting my time 
Back in the living room of the house 
Heffernan shares with her girlfriend and a 
pair of amusingly inquisitive hounds, the 
three musicians gather around a coffee 
table to talk shop. 

Indy: When it comes to underground 
hip-hop, people tend to think of cities 
like Minneapolis, which has built up a 
really strong scene with collectives like 
Rhymesayers and Doomtree. How far 
would Colorado have to go to put itself 
on the map nationally? 

McAD: I think that first it'd have to be 
shocked to life, start breathing, and become 
part of this planet. [Laughter.] It's just really 
far behind, you know, especially when it 
comes to supporting the artists and knowing 
what a sustainable industry looks like. Min- 
neapolis — not just with music, but with 
the arts in general — they're like second to 
New York in funding and things like that. 

Linguistory: Seattle's more like that, 



too, and neither one of those metropolitan 
areas are that much bigger than the Den- 
ver metro area. 

Kalyn: Yeah, I almost feel like the 
capability is here. Denver is diverse, but it 
still feels very segregated. We don't have 
a defining style. Whereas in the Min- 
neapolis scene, even though they were all 
doing their own things, it was all the same 
essence. It's like Brother Ali, [Atmosphere 
producer] Ant, and all those guys, they 
were all working together. Whereas Colo- 
rado just doesn't have that. The people 
who've become famous out of Colorado are 
so all over the place. It's like, Pretty Lights, 
Big Head Todd, 30H!3, the Flobots ... 

McAD: Leftover Salmon, the Samples ... 

Linguistory: String Cheese Incident, 
jam bands. 

Kalyn: Yeah, nothing sounds alike... 

Indy: Let's not forget the Fray. 
McAd: [Laughs.] Yeah, the Fray. 

Indy: [To Linguistory] What was 
your Fray line? So I don't misquote it, 
do you remember? 

Linguistory: Yes, it's "When I'm dried 
up with nothing left to say / 1 could write 
some pussy-ass music like the Fray." 

Kalyn: Hahahahahaha, that's good. 

Linguistory: But now I've changed it 



to "I'm GONNA" write some pussy-ass 
music like that. 

Indy: Because you are? 

Linguistory: Yeah, I mean, I'm gonna 
give it a run for being myself as much as I 
can. When I've exhausted all the options 
with that, just totally sell out. 

Kalyn: But that's also what's kind of nice 
about Colorado being so segregated from 
everything else. You know, if we were all 
in New York, we'd all be hearing the same 
type of stuff. And we'd be like: THIS is 
what's gonna be big, so were all gonna jump 
on that train. Whereas here, we're all just 
on our own trains, and so it's all over the 
place. And that's kind of nice, to have that 
freedom. So I think Colorado is pretty cool 
for that. But yeah, there's never that feeling 
of really working together. 

Linguistory: I actually see that more in 
the Springs. I don't know if it's just my per- 
ception; we've teamed up with that whole 
crew down there multiple times, but I'm 
still kind of on the outside looking in. But 
I do see a lot more unity with them, where 
they support each other and give each other 
shout-outs. And maybe that's because of the 
size, where it's just small enough and just 
big enough to have that sort of scene. 

Kalyn: Yeah, it's like sometimes that's 
a benefit, but it can also be kind of a draw- 
back. You can feel so comfortable in your 
crew, in your little posse, that it's hard to 
look outside of that. And it's so easy to get 
caught up in your own shenanigans.

But then once you start going out on tour, 
you're like: Why did I care about that? Why 
was I worried about the Westword, or some- 
thing stupid like that, when you're out in 
Seattle or somewhere getting love? 

Linguistory: And people in your 
hometown look at you differently after 
you've done a lot of shit out of state. 

Indy: [To Kalyn] Is that why you're 
wearing your "South by Southwest Art- 
ist" wristband, STILL? 

Kalyn: So that I get love. And 
RESPECT! [Laughter.] But yeah, going out 
to Austin last year was our first time ever 
leaving the state, and getting love outside of 
the state was just the biggest eye-opener. It's 
like, wow, we're all trying to tackle being 
"King of Denver" or something. And then 
you're missing out on the whole country, or 
the whole world even. 



Indy: The Village Voice article follows 
you as you meet with Shady Records. 
Did something come out of that yet? 

Kalyn: Not really yet, but we have agreed 
to do a song. Like just a verbal agreement, 
you know. The lead A&R rep saw us play 
by accident at South By last year, and so 
of course, when I got the card, I was like, 
"Yeah, I'll call you — in an HOUR!" You 
know, I'm not gonna let this slide. Plus, I 
grew up a Shady kid; I don't listen to any of 
that now, but I grew up on that. 

So I kept in contact with him, and he was 
really responsive to our stuff. He listened 
to every track we had, and gave his input. 
I met up with him when we were in New 
York, and chilled in the conference room, 
got to see a bunch of platinum records, and 
cried a little bit. [Laughs.] And then, yeah, 
he was like, let's do a track. So he sent me 
some beats, but I haven't really done much 



because we'd been working on the EP. 

Indy: I understand that you also met 
TLC at one point? 

Kalyn: I did. [Laughs.] Well, not the 
whole crew, but I did a Make-A-Wish 
[Foundation] when I was a kid, and in my 
freshman year of high school I went to 
Atlanta and hung out with T-Boz. She was 
married to Mack 10 at the time. We drove 
around in Mack 10's Bentley. It was pretty 
freakin' awesome. But I'm not dead, and I 
probably shouldn't have really made a wish. 

Indy: Really? Are you supposed to 
die if you make a wish? 

Kalyn: Well, I think it's supposed to be 
like fatal things, right? I don't know ... I 
think it was kind of clear I wasn't dying. 
And maybe just, my disease is severe 
enough that they accepted me, but I don't 



really know. Either way, I'm gonna make 
another wish soon ... 

Indy: Who's it gonna be this time? 
Kalyn: Probably to see Biggie's holo- 
gram. [Laughter.] 

Indy: Switching subjects a bit, can 
you all talk about what attracted you to 
each other's music? 

Kalyn: Sure, I played with them at the 
D Note, and I just don't get into stuff if it's 
not original. But with them, it was just like, 
these really great melodies and this reg- 
gae kind of style. But then it had like, dope 
hip-hop in it. I really dig these guys' sound, 
especially live. I think they do a really good 
job at harmonizing with each other and, you 
know, singing AND rapping. It was refresh- 
ing for me. And I'm like a HUGE cynic, I'm 
a huge critic of any kind of hip-hop.

Advertising isn't really all that 
hard if you follow the Jedi way. 

National Ad celebrities, John January and Tug McTighe, share 
valuable lessons that Ihe epic Star Wars saga holds for today's 
advertising professionals. 

John January is the Executive Creative Director at Sullivan 
Higdon & Sink where he works on brands such as Borden 
Cheese, Cardinal Health and Pizza Hut. Tug McTighe is Creative 
Director at Callahan Creek where he works with Toyota, Hills 
Pet Products, Payless and Sprint. 
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I'm like, "How come I don't know 
about you? I know EVERYBODY 
in this town!" And, you know, I got 
the vibe right away that they're good 
people. And I think both of us have this 
same type of motivation behind our 
music, which isn't just capitalism. So 
yeah, we're homies. 

Indy: When I saw you guys live, reg- 
gae was also the first thing I thought 
of. I've never really heard three-part 
harmonies in hip-hop. How did that 
develop? 

McAD: I just grew up doing a lot of 
reggae. I played a little bit of rhythm 
guitar, and reggae was always the easi- 
est thing I felt like I could fake my way 
into. Because I'm not trained at all 
musically, I do everything by ear. And 
I do the same with all our melodies, I 
just sound it all out. 

Indy: Any particular reggae artists 
whose harmonies you were into? 

McAD: I mean, obviously going back 
to the Wailers and the I-Threes. Bob Mar- 
ley, from my youth, was like the first, just 
as far as thinking about what you're listen- 
ing to and paying attention to the positive 
message. And, you know, he was a role 
model as a strong black male, but also 
being a singer, a songbird, you know what 
I mean? He showed that you could sing 
and still be cool, and not be clowned by all 
your people for being a male who was ... 

Kalyn: And not be GAY. [Laughter.] 

McAD: So definitely Bob Marley, 
and the women in the I-Threes. Just 
trying to mimic that, and convince 
myself I could do it. 

Indy: And then I wanted to ask you 
two the same question about Kalyn's 
band. 

Linguistory: One of the things that 
stood out to me about Kalyn and Wheel- 
chair Sports Camp is, I just think it's 
awesome because I think most people in 
Kalyn's position of being in a wheelchair 
would never have the courage to rap or 
anything. And it's awesome that she does. 
And her craft is well-defined in itself, 
without taking any of that into consider- 
ation. It's got clever rhymes and it's just 
more artfully constructed than most other 
emcees on the scene. 

And then the other great thing is, I 
just love how you guys incorporate live 
drums and sax, and the sax player sings. 

Indy: In terms of being coura- 
geous, you do seem like a person 
that's never been afraid of anything. 
Is that true? 



Kalyn: Hmmm, there's gotta be 
something. I'm a little bit afraid of 
downhill. [Laughter.] I've face-planted 
a couple of times from my chair, so 
that's a little bit of a fear of mine. 

But no, I think that's the hip-hop in 
me. I have always had this kind of — 
not cocky in a BAD way, I hope — but, 
you know, just that rapper mentality. 
Like, ah, fuck that, you know, I can do 
that. I was raised, luckily, with crazy 
enough people that kind of just let me 
do my thing, even when it maybe wasn't 
like, the smartest idea or safest idea. 
I've always been really social, and then 
I always listened to, like, gangsta rap, 
so the rest was just like easy to me. And 
you know, had I not been in this chair 
and stuff, I'm sure I'd be, like, in jail. 

Indy: So the chair has kept you out 
of jail? 

Kalyn: Yeah, yeah, absolutely. A lot 
of times. Like EVERY time. But yeah, 
I have this rapper confidence, probably 
to make up for my inabilities maybe, I 
don't know. It just happened. It wasn't 
a conscious decision to be like coura- 
geous and brave or whatever. It's just, I 
fell in love with hip-hop and I was like, 
well, fuck it, if they can do it, I can do 
it. Right? I can talk. [Laughs.] 

Indy: In terms of politics, I remem- 
ber tuning into the live Ustream of 
Occupy Denver, and immediately see- 
ing Kalyn talking to an interviewer. 
And when I saw the Wandering 
Monks, the politics were also pretty 
clear. I mean, you're not exactly 
super-subtle about it. 

Linguistory: Not trying to be. [Laughs.] 

Indy: So what do you all think 
of social media's role in activism, 
whether it's people tweeting Iran, or 
posting Kony 2012 YouTube videos? 
Or even with Trayvon Martin, where 
people started wearing hoodies in 
their Facebook profile pictures. Is 
that effective, is that enough? 

Kalyn: Well, I don't know if it's 
ENOUGH, but it's definitely effective. I 
remember the first time I got into Twitter 
was following Tunisia's uprising, and then 
later following Egypt's uprising. And it's 
like, now I'm following Occupy across 
the country and across the world even, 
just by looking at the hashtags. 

And you know, we live in such a 
great age, like the Internet is such our 
thing. None of us would be doing the 
things we're doing in the way that we're 
doing them without the Internet. 

Indy: Let's talk about the cause for 
the benefit you're playing down here. 
What do you remember thinking when 
you heard about the Trayvon shooting? 

Linguistory: For me, I can say that 
it was an extremely sad story. But it 
wasn't all that surprising... 

McAD: I was intrigued by the social 
media side of it, like what you were say- 
ing about trying to understand its effec- 
tiveness.

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Auction house owner expands her offerings to the great outdoors 

I f you've ever seen Notting Hill, you saw Hugh Grant at Lon- 
I don's famed outdoor market on Portobello Road, trudging past 
a plethora of bric-a-brac, a cornucopia of artisan wares. 

It's appropriate, then, thatthe owner of a business called Lit- 
tle London Market is importing the concept to Colorado Springs. 

For Mary Beth Cipoletti, it's a natural outgrowth of her 
consignment/auction company, Auction House 109, which she 
opened in December in the old Ross Auction building underthe 
Colorado Avenue bridge. She envisions an outdoor market pro- 
viding an all-around experience thatfamilies can count on every 
second Saturday, Maythrough October. 

"You go to places like San Francisco and Cincinnati, and they 
have that wonderful area where you can go and know there's 
vendors," Cipoletti says. "I want to develop a place where 
people can come and knowthere's always some fun activity 
going on." 

Her market will offer antiques, flowers, produce, food and 
handmade arts and crafts, plus wine and gourmet coffee. The 
Garden Artists plein a/rpainters will be on hand to capture the 
ambiance with their brushes, and Pueblo's Musso Farms and 
Colorado Springs' own Summerland Gardens have signed up to 
participate. 

Cipoletti, 50, has a background in business and owned the — Rhonda Van Pelt 
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La Veta Inn, southwest of Walsenburg, for five years. 
But she's notfocusing solely on the market's bottom 
line: she sees it as a potential community center that 
will add value to the lives of vendors, creative people 
and residents. 

Vendor response forthe first market, on May 12, has 
been good. Cipoletti will have six antiques dealers on 
her spacious loading dock; other vendors can pick from 
among 18 tents, each measuring 8 feet by 10 feet, in her 
parking lot. Vendors are welcome to share a tent and, 
therefore, the expense and labor. 

"The tents were a big investment," she says. "Most 
markets don't provide tents. I want it to look consistent 
and clean and classy." 

And she's open to whatever vendors want 
to bring — as long as it's good quality. "It's 
going to be a huge variety. Some of my dealers 
are bringing French items, some are bringing 
little kitschy things." 

And who knows, maybe you'll see Hugh 
Grant. Nah, probably not. 
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Life takes on ever more expressive forms for the Poet Spiel 
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:'s a good thing to die at least once in a 
I lifetime." 

That's Pueblo artist the Poet Spiel talking 
about his new exhibit coming to the Business 
of Art Center, and really, giving advice for life. 

"Americans," he says, "just do anything 
short of embalming themselves while their 
hearts still beatto evade the issue of death, 
and I see it everywhere." 

Spiel has seen a fair amount of death, too. 
This past winter he suffered a serious illness, 
and his life changed dramatically years ago 
when he was misdiagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer, which we chronicled in our profile, 
"The whole Spiel" (Jan. 27, 2011). 

These events galvanized the artist and 
poet to create. For this BAC show, titled for 
dying out loud, he made paper quilts covered 
in rhymes, speeches and song lyrics. Spilled 
coffee and bleach stain these rugged works, 
which become frenzied and hysterical as the 
words drift into incoherence. 

Other works are much older, like one of two 
paintings he created 50 years apart, each depict- 
ing a faceless boy in front of a white farmhouse. 
They are autobiographical icons demonstrating 



Spiel's struggle of growing up gay and bipolar in 
a World War ll-shadowed era. 

That's part of what he'll cover in "The 
Poet Spiel, also known as ..." a performance 
he'll give in place of an artist's talk. "I talk 
about the troubled spirit that was within me 
when I was a child," he says, "how I wanted 
to confine myself in the darkness of the big 
hay mound in our barn." 

Spiel will dress in black scrubs and 
open the show in darkness, singing one of 
his poems, "Chair." He'll continue through 
changing lighting and topics — the names 
he's gone by, his turning 71 years old — 
and recite works like "On Swallowing," 
which is about his father's death. The 
show will end with one of his favorites, 
"Hairpin," a tender poem of an elderly 
couple's physical love. But even "Hairpin" 
has that razor's edge. 

It wouldn't be Spiel otherwise. 
"Art yanks at our roots, sometimes it 
hurts," goes a line in the performance. "Oh 
for dying out loud, sometimes life hurts."

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The puppets of Taipei by Night cross 
oceans, cultures and each other

+j his city comes alive in the dark. 
Neon gleams off wet asphalt and 
concrete as the night's rain tries to wash 
away the dirt and detritus of everyday life. 
But the rain leaves behind the human grit 
of intrigue. It's everywhere. 

While a hooker contemplates the mean- 
ing of love and passion on the roof of a 
nondescript high-rise, a cabbie winds his 
way through mean streets. His fares, a 
man and woman, look straight ahead, say- 
ing nothing. The man's hand wanders to 
the woman's knee. In silence, she removes 
it. The taxi swerves violently, forcing the 
couple together, if only for a moment. 
It's another sweltering night in Taipei. 

E-xploring underbellies 

Until now performed only in Taiwan, 
Taipei by Night is coming to the Corner- 
stone Arts Theater at the Colorado College 
from May 9 through 13. The play's inspired 
by American film noir, with twists of jazz 
and traditional kabuki-style storytelling, 
and it blends live action, video and music. 
And puppets. 

But don't expect Lamb Chop or Shari 
Lewis to make an appearance. In fact, it's 
best if your younger kids don't make an 
appearance, either, as the show is intended 
for an adult audience. 

One stage direction overheard during 
a recent rehearsal: "Hands! It looks like 
you're having rough sex. It's supposed to 
be sensual sex." 

You get the picture. 

The production is the brainchild of CC 
adjunct associate drama professor Clinton 
Turner Davis and Robin Ruizendaal, artis- 
tic director of the Taiyuan Puppet Theatre 
Company in Dadaocheng. Ruizendaal also 
works as director and curator of the Lin 
Liu-Hsin Puppet Theatre Museum of Tai- 
wan, considered home to the world's most 
complete collection of puppets. 

The pair met in Taipei in 2007, when 
Davis found himself in need of an authen- 
tic 19th-century Chinese-style puppet. "I 
was doing some work on a puppet dem- 
onstration and show in the artists' vil- 
lage of Taipei," explains Davis, perhaps 
known best around here for his recent, 
well-received run of Joe Turner's Come 
and Gone at TheatreWorks. "I needed a 
particular kind of puppet for the exhibition, 
and several people mentioned Robin." 



Ruizendaal oversees a collection of more 
than 10,000 puppets, and had the very thing. 
Over lunch, he agreed to let Davis use it for 
his show, and the two became friends and 
collaborators. 

In 2010, they produced a play called 
Peregrinaco for Taipei audiences. When 
Davis returned to Taiwan in summer 
2011, he and Ruizendaal and Shanshan 
Wu, the director of strategic planning 
and a director for the company, put 
together Taipei by Night. They debuted it 
in Taipei last October, but when the cur- 
tain came down on the final show, Davis 
wasn't quite finished. 

Instead, he imported it to the CC cam- 
pus, bringing Ruizendaal, Wu and several 
members of the Taiyuan Puppet Theatre 
Company with him. With their help, CC 
offered a traditional puppeteering course 
this spring — the culmination of which is 
the student-staged Taipei by Night. 

The production has been tweaked in 
the past couple months, but still explores 
the "underbellies of business, politics 
and the media," as Ruizendaal puts it. "It 
is modern, total theater," he adds, "and 
it's very accessible." 

The story follows a taxi driver who gets 
mixed up in the corruption that takes place 
when politics meets the mob. The cabbie's 
ex-wife is a news reporter working to expose 
the corruption, and somewhere along the 
way she gets romantically involved with 
one of the detectives who is investigating 
the whole thing. 

The play examines the corruption of 
unchecked power and influence, as well 
as personal relationships — demonstrated 
when the pair of lonely hands mentioned 
earlier meet atop an apartment complex, 
and, to director's orders, caress sensually. 

Staging and music 

In appearance, the puppets of Taipei 
by Night fall somewhere in between the 
classic sock puppets of children's play 
and more contemporary, Muppet-like cre- 
ations. They are busts only, worn high 
on the chests of the puppeteer. They can 
blink, and their eyes can move around in 
their sockets, but the rest of the articulation 
comes from the puppeteer's actual hands, 
arms and legs. As Ruizendaal points out, 
they fall within Taiwan's "centuries-old 
tradition of glove puppets." 



But he and Davis have certainly mod- 
ernized traditional puppet theater. The set 
of Taipei by Night is composed of what 
appears as a giant, austere white cube. 
Within the cube is a series of "floors" or 
platforms that function as stages upon 
which the action takes place. 

Some of that action is performed only in 
shadows created by backlighting the mov- 
able white screens that make up the sides 
of the cube. Silhouettes dance, flirt and 
fight in one moment, and in the next, 
stage hands remove a couple screens to 
expose the set of a newsroom. Projec- 
tion onto the screens transforms the 
set into the bustling nightscape of Tai- 
pei. Outside the cube, the black-clad 
puppeteers bring their characters to I 
life, yet remain silent. 

"We've kept to the traditional J 
kabuki theater design," says Davis. || 
"The set rotates, and the narration 
and dialogue are performed by two 
actors on the side of the stage." 

A man and woman narrate the 
entire show, including the dia- 
logue between the various 
characters. It takes cho- 
reography and preci- 
sion timing to make 
all the elements 
work together. 
From the elaborate 
backlighting and 
video cues to the 
voice narration 
and live music, 
every move- 
ment, sound 
and line is 
timed to 
the second.

lenges is trying to keep up with the rhythm 
and syncopation of the city," says CC 
music professor Ryan Banagale, who is 
responsible for the jazz score. 

In a sense, that's what viewers will be 
asked to do as well. Along the way, they 
may be able to absorb some of the intan- 
gibles that make noir such an alluring, 
recurring and enigmatic story 
form. As cinema historian 
Mark Bould has written 
of film noir, "like the 
femme fatale, [it] is an 
elusive phenomenon: 
a projection of desire, 
always just out of 
reach."

After golf at The Broadmoor, you 
may pay for high-quality food 
befitting a five-star property. At the 
humble, city-owned Patty Jewett Golf 
Course, your 19th hole is a bar and 
grill with simple, affordable fare, 
albeit procured by the folks behind 
the high-end Famous steakhouse.

Golf at Woodland Park's Shin- 
ing Mountain Golf Club, and the 
dishes you'll enjoy afterward will fall 
somewhere on the wide spectrum in 
between. Alongside a $6 barbecue 
sandwich and $8 burger, you'll find 
$13 crab cakes and an $18 steak frites 
plate. A respectable drink list manages 
an everyman price of $3.75 for good 
craft beer from the likes of Bristol and 
Phantom Canyon breweries. 

The menu gives 
the place a shot 
at standing as a 
destination unto 
itself, more than a 
high-altitude snack 
bar. It was with that 
promise that man- 
agement lured chef 
Scott Coulter away 
from McGinty's Wood Oven Pub in 
Divide, and that Coulter embarked

on an overhaul of the dining facility 
before reopening March 6. 

I've been stunned by the chef's 
work at McGinty's ("Divide and 
conquer," Appetite, Oct. 27, 2011), 
and also gave him praise during his 
head chef years at Phantom Canyon. 
Turns out Coulter's brew-pub aes- 
thetic transfers well to 
this equally relaxed set- 
ting, where mountain- 
mandatory exposed 
wood beams and expan- 
sive views loom over 
Astroturf-reminiscent 
carpeting. 

Most of what I 
sampled could easily 
hit a table at Phantom 
without causing a ripple. 
And no question, that 
remains a good thing. 

Spicy signature 

The similarities are 
perhaps nowhere more 
obvious than in a dish 
like the Gringo Chicken 
($10.95), a hot, wet mess 
of mild green chili and 
tequila-lime black beans 
under polenta and a 
poultry wedge lacquered 
in melted cheddar. The 
chicken's grill-char 
shows up pleasantly 
and prominently in the 
Southwestern mix, while 
the grits and chili also 
play nice. 

Another clear Coulter- 
ism is some form of a 
berry salad, in this case 
the Links Style ($9.50), 
which sports much-appreciated 
organic greens, generous chunks of 
soft goat cheese, blueberries, blackber- 
ries, orange slivers and julienned dried 
apricots, plus candied almond slivers 
for crunch. The keystone: a lovely 
blueberry-Champagne dressing. 

The Shining Mountain salad 
($11.50, same organic greens) also 
walks a sweet (if starchier) edge with 
a chunky pineapple-jalapeno salsa, 
spicy noodles and a delicious chili- 
peanut dressing. Giant wonton crisps 
are a fun garnish but our serving of 
the main protein, a "quick seared" ahi 
tuna portion, was nothing of the sort. 
Sadly, it was cooked through. 

Personally, I'd have taken a side 
of that peanut dressing and used it 
as a dip on the beautifully presented 
Bangkok Spring Rolls appetizer 
($7.50), which comes with a dark 
and plummy sherry-soy-hoisin-based 



ginger-chili sauce. It's a fine sauce 
for what it is, but I'd argue that spring 
rolls this good deserve a great pea- 
nut dip. A crisp freshness pervades 
within the delicate rice paper wraps, 
thanks to the crunch of carrot and 
cucumber slivers, with mint, cilantro, 
daikon sprouts and jalapeno slivers 
delivering well-rounded herb and 
peppery components. 

A great chicken green chili ($4.75/ 
bowl) takes that heat up several 
notches but includes a delightful 
queso fresco, while even the Texas 
toast-thick Not Your Kids Grilled 
Cheese ($6.95) includes an awesome 
fire -roasted green chili cream cheese 
and chipotle salsa that elevates the 
oft-tame and -lazy comfort item. Tha 
same salsa, plus chilies and jalapenos, 
shows up on Coulter's basic quesa- 
dilla ($5.95), and that cream cheese 
joins an again noticeably fresh veggie 
mix on the That's a Wrap "sand- 
wedge" ($6.50). 

Hell, even those meaty but pricey 
Crab Cakes Colorado feature a jala- 
peno aioli. Which is all fine by my 
fire -loving sensibilities, but perhaps 
overkill due to such repetition on a 
smallish, two-page menu. Then again, 
who's to say a chef can't angle a 
subtle theme throughout? 

The reviver 

The generously portioned Bloody 
Mary Beer Mussels ($10.75), my 
overall favorite dish, sports a pep- 
pery house Bloody Mary-and-Coors 
broth beautifully finished with ample 
minced garlic bits in butter. While the 
menu-topping Steak & Fries finally 
leaves heat behind, it again hits enjoy- 
ably heavy on the garlic, which joins 
wonderfully seasoned button mush- 
rooms and a mildly sweet and vin- 
egary, Heinz 57-esque, ketchup-based 
house steak "slather," on the rare-as- 
requested top sirloin. The steak fries 
are pleasantly crisp for their girth. 

Lastly, out of two desserts, (neither 
of which were available on our Sat- 
urday night visit, disappointingly) we 
sampled a hefty and somewhat cake-y 
brownie sundae ($4.50), absolutely 
drowned in a heavy, thick chocolate 
sauce with somewhat of a pudding 
flavor. Scoop of vanilla, caramel 
drizzle — done. And perfectly fine 
for the setting. 

That sentiment sums up Coulter's 
latest posting. If you're looking for 
someone to stabilize a mid-range joint 
with respectable fare and some clever 
touches, seems like he's your guy.

Hell adds a heaven 

Nelson Rufran,the man behind Ruffrano's 
Hell's Kitchen Pizza in Manitou Springs, 
is set to expand his holdings as early 
as month's end with Ruffrano's Heav- 
enly Squeeze (10 Ruxton Ave., 685-4388). 
Located directly across the street from 
his eternal-damnation-themed New York- 
style pie joint, the new juice bar "will be 
like walking into heaven," he says. 

The potential for wordplay in his slo- 
gans is too good to pass up, but not 
yet solidified. "I'm thinking something 
like, 'You don't have to choose between 
heaven and hell, you can have both,'" he 
jokes, clearly struggling for some clever 
cross-promotion. 

Heavenly Squeeze tentatively plans to 
sell fresh-squeezed juice and smooth- 
ies, plus coffees, teas and gluten-free 
pastries, with some organic options. But 
Rufran's more excited to talk about the 
design elements. 

"The doors will be trimmed in gold 
— it'll be like you're walking through 
heaven's gates ... there's flames in Hell's 
Kitchen, and over here we'll have every- 
thing painted blue with clouds ... it'll be 
amazing scenery." 

Burn one down 

And in other Manitou Springs make- 
over news, there's this cryptic post on 
the Facebook page of year-old Natu- 
rally's Market & Cafe (110 Canon Ave., 
naturallys.net): "The Phoenix soon will 
rise straight up from the mountains in 
Manitou where it could have died, but 
did not- reborn again and again and now 
with a new image it has earned through 
struggle and the power that comes from 
this journey ..." 

For those now quietly thinking to them- 
selves, "What in the mumbly mystical 
Manitou f*ck are they talking about?" I 
offer this translation after speaking with 
owner Ronda Burke's husband Terry. 

Turns out the eatery is ditching its 
market element and essentially rebrand- 
ing the cafe around expanded seating 
and new menu additions — killing the old 
model to make way for the new. Hence 
the mythical bird symbol and new name, 
the Phoenix. 

"When we were in Texas [South Padre 
Island, where the store originated] and 
didn't have Whole Foods or Mountain 
Mama's to compete with, our market was 
60 percent of our business," says Terry. 
"Here it dropped to about 10 percent... we 
feel that people want to dine at a restau- 
rant, not in a market." 

Terry assures that the Phoenix will still 
stick to Naturally's organic, clean-food 
mindset through the changeover, tenta- 
tively expected to be completed by June 
1. He says to expect more dinner items 
and expanded hours. Also, the business 
has applied for a liquor license, in hopes 
of adding wine and local craft beers.

You can smell El Taco Rey about 10 feet before you hit 
the screen door, making it a long 10 feet. Inside, cramped 
diners quickly emptying foam containers full of beans and 
rice fill red benches running along both walls, while those 
waiting to orderform a patient line down the middle. 

People have long braved the aisle in search of a 
host of standard goodies, namely the avocado pork 
burrito smothered in green chili. But we went crazy 
for its cousin, the avocado pork soft taco ($3.65). 
Imagine a double-layered corn tortilla bulging with 
marinated shredded pork colored a ruddy scarlet, 
a half-inch-thick layer of mashed avocado, and — 
superfluously — lettuce, cheese and tomatoes. A 
dark-red warmth washes over your tongue on the 
first bite, mellowed immediately by the green. Two 
is plenty; three, a feat attempted by only the most 
committed glutton. — Bryce Crawford

Loving bacon, maple syrup and beer has never been 
so easy as when sipping on Rogue's Bacon Maple 
Ale ($13.99/22-ounce bomber). This hazy brown 5.6 
percent ABV brew smells like rich maple syrup and 
tastes like a great slice of bacon — which admittedly 
does not sound so appealing. But believe it or not, this 
limited-release brew pulls it off in spades. 

Concocted in tribute to Portland, Ore.'s world-famous 
Voodoo Doughnut shop, where it's just as easy to get mar- 
ried as it is to grab a bacon-maple donut,this beer does an 
amazing job of emulating the greasy goodness of a truly 
absurd (and many times since copied) pastry creation. If 
you can'tfind one locally, the limited-release, donut-frost- 
ing-pink bottles, decorated with Voodoo's creepy logo 
plus maple leafs and porker profiles, are also available via 
the brewery's website. This is one sweet pig I urge you to 
tackle — it's that interesting. — Steve Hitchcock

T^\ark Shadows marks the eighth 
IS collaboration between director 
Tim Burton and Johnny Depp over 
a span of more than 20 years, and in 
some ways you could certainly say 
the partnership has been a fruitful 
one. They created a couple of won- 
derfully original films like Edward 
Scissorhands and Ed Wood; they 



— in shabby ruins. He's determined 
to help his 1970s relatives — includ- 
ing bitter heir Elizabeth (Michelle 
Pfeiffer) and Elizabeth's precocious 
teenage daughter, Carolyn (Chloe 
Grace Moretz) — return to their for- 
mer glory, but along the way finds 
that the still-living Angelique hasn't 
forgotten about him yet.

both have made rolling-around-in-it- 
like-Scrooge-McDuck money. And 
the cosmetics industry has likely put 
more than a few kids through college 
on the face-powder and guy-liner 
budget of their films. 

But the Burton-Depp creative mar- 
riage has grown less and less creative 
with every passing reunion. Two 
singularly quirky cinema personali- 
ties have found themselves stuck in a 
cycle of re -visiting whatever familiar 
pop-culture character manages to 
cross their radar in a given year: Ich- 
abod Crane, Willy Wonka, Sweeney 
Todd, the Mad Hatter. 

Now they've turned their attentions 
to the cult-favorite 1970s Gothic soap- 
opera, and the result is another film 
that indulges the most unfortunate 
tendencies of each of them, respec- 
tively: Burton mistaking "busy" for 
"inventive," and Depp letting weird 
vocal mannerisms and elaborate cos- 
tumes do his acting for him. 

The weird voice and costume for 
Depp here belong to vampire Barn- 
abas Collins. In 1972, after nearly 200 
years buried in the Maine woods, he's 
exhumed by sorceress Angelique (Eva 
Green), whose affections he spurned. 

In the modern world, Barnabas 
finds the once-proud family business 
— and the family castle, Collinwood 



Thus begins an elaborate super- 
natural melodrama, or maybe a fish- 
out-of-water period-piece satire, or 
perhaps a bit of genuine horror, or 
then again it could be a wild, special- 
effects-heavy action movie. Indeed, 
it's every last one of these things, in 
a combination that rarely succeeds 
even temporarily at any one of them. 

The character moments are 
perfunctory at best, building to 
ridiculous scenes like troubled young 
David Collins (Gulliver McGrath) 
being abandoned by his only surviv- 
ing parent, and crying pitifully like 
we're actually supposed to care. 
Screenwriter Seth Grahame-Smith 
(Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter) 
gets a few laughs out of Barnabas' 
confusion with his 1970s surround- 
ings, but also falls back on easy, 
groan-worthy targets, like assuming 
Alice Cooper must be a woman, and 
a pun on "holding balls" that AC/DC 
handled quite admirably more than 
30 years ago. 

And then there's Depp himself, 
who preens regally in his cape and 
plastered spit-curls. Yet there's never 
a moment in Dark Shadows when 
it feels like Depp is actually being 
asked to play a character. Barn- 
abas' fascination with the governess 
(Bella Heathcote) who may be the 



reincarnation of his tragically lost 
love merely occupies screen time, 
or provides an excuse for Barnabas 
to hang out with hippies and inquire 
about how to woo a modern woman. 
He's little more than a delivery sys- 
tem for jokes — and no matter how 
enthusiastically he pronounces the 
lines, he can't make them add up to 
a movie. 

By the time Dark Shadows reaches 
its final 20 minutes, the whole thing 
has collapsed under the weight of its 
pointlessness. The climactic confron- 
tation turns into a mess of fire, explo- 
sions, computer-animated furnishings 
and the abrupt appearance of a were- 
wolf because hey, why not, that's one 
thing Burton hadn't tried yet. The 
pointless clamor of special effects 
goes nowhere, to the kind of end- 
ing that happens when a filmmaker 
doesn't actually have an ending. 

As is the case with many mar- 
riages of another kind, it's become 
clear to everyone except the people 
involved that Burton and Depp may 
not be good for each other any more. 
Burton could return to fanciful, 
whimsical tales of outcast dreamers; 
Depp could find a director willing to 
put him in sneakers and a sweatshirt, 
just to see if he remembers how to 
play something that's not fundamen- 
tally a cartoon. 

If they could come to that peaceful 
parting of the ways before someone 
grabs the remake rights to The Ghost 
and Mrs. Muir, or Mork & Mindy, or 
God knows what else, we'll all be the 
better for it.

Drake takes the road with a flock of rising stars

As the headliner of what looks to 
be the summer's biggest R&B/ 
rap tour, Drake feels a sense of 
responsibility not just to his fans, but 
also the other artists. 

"It's definitely not about the check 
for me," says the Canadian hip-hop 
phenom of his Club Paradise pack- 
age tour, which will also feature J. 
Cole, Waka Flocka Flame, Meek 
Mill, 2 Chainz and French Montana. 
"It's about the experience. If the city 
isn't talking about it, you know, five, 
six, seven days later, or, you know, if 
people don't remember it for years to 
come, then I haven't done my job." 

Drake also expects the support art- 
ists on the bill to make a big impres- 
sion. "You've got a lot of different 
elements of hip-hop music," he points 
out. "Even with myself, you get, 
obviously, a flip side of singing and 
melody — and so I was really just 
trying to cover all bases and bring the 
most exciting young refreshing acts 
to the stage, all together in one place, 
one night." 

Actually, the 25-year-old Drake 
might be considered a young art- 
ist himself, were it not for the major 
waves he's been 
making for six 
years now. After a 
series of mixtapes, 
2007's laid-back

If nothing else, Norah Jones won't be the 
queen of Starbucks after Little Broken Hearts.

Girl" earned him serious exposure 
on the BET cable network. That trig- 
gered a series of guest appearances 
on tracks, remixes, and mixtapes that 
continued to build a buzz and had 
record labels competing for his talent, 
with Lil Wayne's Young Money label 
winning out. 

Just before signing his deal with the 
Motown Universal-distributed label, 
Drake self-released a single, "Best 
I Ever Had" — from what would 
become his popular mixtape, So Far 
Gone — and watched the track top 
Billboard's Hot R&B/Hip-Hop chart. 

His Young Money debut, Thank 
Me Later, accelerated the momentum. 
Stylistically, it followed the lead of 
"Replacement Girl," often favoring 
slow, deliberate tempos over which 
Drake sang and rapped in a laconic 
manner. The album spawned a pair of 
No. 1 rap singles and contributed to a 
total of 30 different Drake-associated 
singles that have charted on Bill- 
board's Hot 100, making him the 
most successful recording artist in the 
two years leading up to last Novem- 
ber's sophomore release, Take Care. 

Predictably, it was another block- 
buster, debuting at No. 1 and topping 
1.5 million sales. "Make Me Proud," 
"Take Care" and "Headlines" were 
all multi-chart hits, while Drake's lat- 
est single, "The Motto," features Lil 
Wayne and has just taken the top spot

on the Billboard rap single chart. 

"A lot of it's down," he says of the 
album's tempo as well as its lyrical 
content. "And I think a lot of that had 
to do with being back home in Toron- 
to and just trying to get reacquainted 
with a life that I had before — and 
the difficulties with that." 

But these days, he figures, things 
are becoming less uncertain. 

"I'm in a different mindset now 
that I'm very proud of," says Drake. 
"There's just so much going on for 
me in the U.S. that I've recently made 
the move to L.A. So it's a new atmo- 
sphere, getting to know new people." 

For now, Drake is most excited 
about the tour. "I want people to 
make it a day," he says. "You make 
sure you're well-fed, you start drink- 
ing early, and you start having fun 
early. It's a full-day experience, which 
I think is especially great for sum- 
mertime."

There was a time when every new singer- 
songwriter who moved us was heralded as 
a "new Dylan." John Fullbright has a similar 
weightto shoulder; sharing an Okemah, Okla., 
birthplace with Woody Guthrie, people assume 
a natural kinship. Yet it's Townes Van Zandt who 
first inspired this troubadour, whose expres- 
sive voice sometimes conveys the world-weary 
resignation of a much older man — one who's 
arrived at each truth he tells through hard ques- 
tioning and painful experience. "Gawd Above" 
carries a cynical bite worthy of James McMur- 
try (and vocals to match). "Jericho" soars on 
a melodic chorus with harmonies by pal Jess 
Klein. In "Fat Man," he rails against manipula- 
tive powermongers with a delivery straight out 
of the Brecht-Weill songbook. With masterful 
lyrics and melodies that stick, Fullbright has 
earned the right to wear at least one label: great 
new talent. — Lynne Margolis 
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Care and loathing 

Joe Pug stays in touch with his inner critic

Like any artist, Joe Pug wants 
people to like his work. He just 
doesn't want to hear the compli- 
ments firsthand.

"To me, any amount of adulation 
or praise can really be crippling as a 
writer," says the musician. "Because 
in the moment that you begin to be 
enthused with yourself, or really 
pleased with yourself, I think it can 
really be the beginning of the end." 

As you may already have inferred 
from the above, Pug is a task-master 
when it comes to his own songs. "The 
most important thing," he says, "is 
being your own ruthless editor and 
not letting yourself get away with 
anything, not being pleased with a 
cute line or a clever line, making sure 
everything is serving the whole. It's 
been a struggle for me to sort of main- 
tain that same rigorous vetting of every 
line that goes into a song, and just kind 
of recognizing, 
'Hey man, you're 
not special.'" 

Pug, who has 
just released his 
second full-length 
album, The Great 
Despiser, has to 
work extra hard 
these days to 
stay oblivious to 
what critics and 
fans are saying about his music. He's 
being touted as one of the best new 
artists on the Americana/roots music 
scene, drawing deserved praise from 
the likes of NPR, Paste, and Ameri-

can Songwriter, who've cited sharply 
drawn, evocative lyrics and an invit- 
ing sound that draws from folk, pop 
and roots-rock. 

That Pug has gained so 
much praise this early in his 
music career is a bit ironic, 
given that he went to the 
University of North Carolina 
to study play writing. But as 
he got further into the theater 
program and continued writ- 
ing plays, he felt he wasn't 
improving and decided that 
line of work wasn't for him. 
So he quit college and moved 
to Chicago where he found 
work as a carpenter. 

There wasn't any grand 
plan behind the relocation. 
Pug simply liked Chicago and 
wanted to live there. Likewise, 
there wasn't any plan to start 
writing music. Having played 
guitar in cover bands in high 
school, he hadn't touched the 
instrument since. 

But after being in Chicago 
for a short time, circumstanc- 

es prompted Pug to think 

about music again. 
"I would come home from work 
at five o'clock and I wouldn't have 
to be there until seven o'clock the 
next day. I'd just be sitting there," 
Pug recalls. "I was just bored and 
lonely. So I picked the guitar back 
up and started messing around with 
that, and that's when I started learn- 
ing how to finger-pick. That's kind 
of what got me back into it." 

Eventually he had enough material 
for 2008's seven-song debut, Nation 
of Heat, followed by 2010's critically 
acclaimed full-length The Messenger. 

The Great Despiser, released late 
last month, is a departure from Pug's 
mostly solo acoustic approach. While 
it's still primarily ballad-driven, songs 
like "Stronger Than the World" and 
the title track genuinely rock. 

Pug's current tour features a 
guitarist, bassist and drummer. But 
he's not completely abandoning his 
acoustic side. 

"The full band sound is more the 
direction where we're heading, but 
the single voice with the acoustic 
guitar is still the kernel of the show," 
says Pug, whose songwriting obses- 
sion is intact. "No matter how won- 
derful the contributions are of all of 
the really talented musicians we have 
with us, what really matters is having 
a song that stands up on its own."

Topping education news lately has 
b 



been the battle in Congress over 
subsidized student loans. When the 
College Cost Reduction and Access 
Act of 2007 was signed into law, 
it guaranteed a decrease in inter- 
est rates only until June 30, 2012. 
If Congress can't agree on 
re-upping the act, students 
across the country will start 
paying 6.8 percent interest on 
their loans, as opposed to the 
3.4 percent of today. 

As we go to press, our congressmen and 
women are debating the issue on the floor of the 
Senate. They've been banging up against what appears 
to be a partisan roadblock. Republicans want to pay for the difference in interest 
rates with spending cuts in preventive health care. Democrats want to close tax 
loopholes to keep rates low.

Those 
are just a few of the folks who've been 
doing my alma mater proud at an even, 
steady pace. 

Yet neither Colorado College professors 
nor their former students will say that 
the college has had, or even now has, a 
headline-grabbing, competitive and tech- 
nologically advanced film-specific pro- 
gram. In short, no one on campus wakes 
up in the morning intent on graduating 
more future Oscar nominees than, say, 
NYU or UCLA. 

So what is it about CC that helps stu- 
dents someday walk the red carpet? It 
all seems to come back to two things 
that the small, liberal arts environment 
is known for: opportunity, and critical- 
thinking skills. 

'Free in your design' 

In recent years, the campus has been 
graced with some resources and program 
advocates like film studies professor Tom 
Sanny, now retired. But 20 years ago, 
Junge says, few resources welcomed stu- 
dents interested in film. 

"There was just in Armstrong Hall, 
down in the cage, a couple of 16-milli- 
meter films and lights and stuff that you 
could take out," says Junge, who in Febru- 
ary won an Academy Award for his docu- 
mentary Saving Face. "Those of us that 
did film, probably from about the class of 
the late '90s ... we'd do it as a corollary 
to a project for an English class. But we 
always did it on our own. 

"I think maybe that's why some of us 
who came out of those early years are 
maybe — maybe that has something to do 
with how intrepid we are, because there 
was no program." 
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What there was, however, was flexibili- 
ty. Junge and others could design and self- 
declare a major, which he did with film. 

Hemmings majored in English. But 
it was hardly a standard-issue, cookie- 
cutter major at CC, says the author of 
The Descendants, the book that went on 
to become a 2012 Oscar award-winning 
George Clooney flick. 

"I completely credit my time here and 
my education here," she says, "and the way 
the professors just sort of embraced you as 
an individual and let you custom-design the 
kind of education you wanted, the kind of 
focus you wanted to take, the kind of proj- 
ects you wanted to create. My thesis was 
basically a book of stories, with my own 
photography, and I don't think all colleges 
allow you to be as free in your design." 

Fellow English major Webb — who's 
directing this summer's most-anticipated 
blockbuster, The Amazing Spider-Man — 
says he started considering film "a real 
career path" when he interned for a block 
on an HBO film. A full semester spent at 
NYU opened his eyes even further to the 
possibility. But CC English and film stud- 
ies professor George Butte remembers this 
about Webb's spring in New York: "He 
loved all the toys they had, but Marc told 
me, T had to come back here to make it 
mean something. ... [The students there] 
were glorified technicians. They didn't 
know film history. They didn't know how 
to craft a story.'" 

A certain sophistication 

It's one of the reasons Junge says his 
film classes at CC were "superior" to ones 
he took at NYU. And it's why, even today, 
he dissuades high school students inter- 
ested in the industry from just considering 
traditional film schools. 



"The only advantage at NYU was that 
all the equipment was there, and they'd 
give it to you and say, 'Your next film is 
due on Monday,'" Junge says. "And that 
put a fire under your ass. It was helpful as 
a young filmmaker. But I would say that 
most of the skills that I used on a day-to- 
day basis — writing, storytelling, forming 
compelling arguments — those are all 
things that are established with a liberal 
arts education." 

Junge sees another downside to more 
specialized film education. "Filmmakers 
who go to film schools," he says, "often 
their films are about other films. And 
films should be about life. I think at a lib- 
eral arts school, you learn about life in the 
pantheon of human experience." 

You can certainly see that in a film like 
Bully, the documentary written and co-pro- 
duced by 2001 graduate Cynthia Lowen, 
which played at Tinseltown in April and 
brought Lowen back for a discussion at her 
alma mater last weekend. But you can also 
see that in the works of someone like Doug 
Pray, a 1983 sociology graduate who went 
on to become an Emmy Award-winning 
documentary filmmaker. 

"Some students make biology films," 
says John Simons, Butte's CC colleague in 
English and film. "There was a gorgeous 
film made about the flammulated owl. ... 

"A lot of our students, they just go and 
do extraordinary things, partly because — 
and this sounds snobbish, but — they have 
a kind of sophistication about them, too. 
They can communicate with people with 
ideas, and they're not just mechanics, not 
just technicians." 

Butte points out that they're not just 
academics, either. 

"We're not seeking to produce Ph.D.s 
in film studies. And, you know, I don't 



think we have any," he says with a laugh. 
"Because that's not what we value or what 
we seek. We seek sophistication, but not 
in the academic sense." 

Method to the madness 

Due to the growth in interest, as well 
as the additional tech capabilities that 
Cornerstone Arts Center has allowed — a 
studio, two editing labs and a screening 
lab — CC staff are currently reviewing 
plans for a new "film and media studies" 
major. Up until now, film has found its 
place simply as both a major and minor 
track within the English Department. 

Butte and Simons are equally excited 
about it, but also hesitant. 

"Does it have enough reading? Enough 
drama? Enough of the breadth?" Butte 
asks rhetorically. "We feel all filmmakers 
ought to know Shakespeare. That's just a 
basic thing. 

"Producing professionals isn't my idea 
of what the film program is about," he 
continues. "There will be a few people 
who make their — maybe quite a few, 
that make their — living at it, but the vast 
majority of kids making films, studying 
films, are going to go out and be doctors, 
and businessmen and mothers and fathers, 
and that broad literacy, that broad ability 
to understand film, is really our goal." 

"While [the new program] will pro- 
vide some greater linkage," Butte says, 
"I hope that we will continue to have 
this kind of confusing disarray of people 
doing things all over campus. It's the 
nature of creativity." 

"Whatever technical skills you have," 
Simons adds, "[that's] less important than 
how you think."

Get bilingual with community classes, programs and events

The Shakespeare wall o' words at 
Colorado College's Cornerstone Arts 
Center is a great conversation-starter, 
especially if you're looking at it with an 
Anglophile. A few weeks ago, I was star- 
ing at it with a co-worker, making chit- 
chat while waiting for an event. 




Maybe a wall of words will inspire 
you to open up to another tongue. 

Somehow, we took a left turn from 
"farmhouse" — Did you know that was 
one of the Bard's neologisms? Neither 
did we — and ended up in parts foreign. 
She was bemoaning the death of her 
efforts at learning Portuguese, while I 
was wondering how I was going to keep 
my French from ending up in le merde 
during a hiatus from teaching. 
First-world problems, amiritel 
Well, no, actually. Turns out there are 
myriad ways to feed a xenolinguistics 
habit in Colorado Springs. Imagine my 
joy when someone pointed out that there 
are actually local drinks parties dedicat- 
ed to showing off your foreign-language 
skills. Curiosity piqued, we went look- 
ing, and found a whole lot more. 

The ivory tower of Babel 

Between Pikes Peak Community 
College, the University of Colorado 
at Colorado Springs and Colorado 
College, those with flexible schedules 
and cash for tuition can babble to their 
hearts' content in American Sign Lan- 
guage, Arabic, Chinese, French, Ger- 
man, Italian, Japanese, Russian, Spanish, 
Greek and Latin. 

Course availability at PPCC (various 
locations, ppcc.edu) varies by semester, 
but class times and campus locations 



offer greater flexibility. UCCS (1420 
Austin Bluffs Pkwy., uccs.edu) comple- 
ments its courses with a Language 
Technology Center that boasts speech- 
recognition software, proficiency testing 
and reference materials in addition to 
tutoring. CC (14 E. Cache la Poudre St., 
coloradocollege.edu) partitions its offer- 
ings into three separate departments: one 
for French, Italian and Arabic, a second 
for German, Russian and East Asian, 
and the third for Spanish languages. The 
school also hosts free regular showings 
of non-English films. 

Language a la carte 

Enjoying foreign language here doesn't 
have to be purely academic. 

The Colorado Springs Chinese Lan- 
guage School is a nonprofit dedicated to 
Chinese linguistic and cultural education 
for all ages and ethnicities through a 
variety of classes and programs, rang- 
ing from summer day camps to adult 
language courses. A full PDF course 
catalog, including locations for upcoming 
classes, is at cschineseschool.org. 

For more than 35 years, GlobeLink 
(802 S. Tejon St., 532-0300, globelink- 
services.com) has served businesses, gov- 
ernment agencies and individuals here 
with instruction in more than 50 lan- 
guages. It offers academic credit for their 
courses in Arabic, Chinese, Farsi, Italian, 
Korean and Portuguese via the Extended 
Studies program at UCCS. 

The Colorado Springs French Lan- 
guage Meetup (meetup.com/french-165) 
takes place at 6:30 p.m. on the second- 
to-last Wednesday of every month at 
D'Vine Wine (934 Manitou Ave. #108, 
Manitou Springs). Meetups average about 
25 attendees, including both native fran- 
cophones and francophiles alike, and 
attendees are asked to bring appetizers 
to share. 

Meanwhile, the Colorado Springs 
American Sign Language Meetup 
Group (meetup.com/The-Colorado- 
Springs-American-Sign-Language- 
Meetup-Group) posts programming less 
regularly, but still boasts 178 members. 
The group welcomes students, parents, 
teachers, interpreters and community 
members, but expects basic proficiency 
in ASL. 

At the Pikes Peak Library District 

(various locations, ppld.org), library- 
card-holders can check out a variety of 
language -learning CD sets, from Gaelic 
to Hindi and everything in between, but 
they can also access the Mango intuitive 
language learning program free directly 
from ppld.org — it's computer-, iPad- 
and iPhone-compatible. Supplement 
your electronic learning with monthly 
Japanese and German conversation group 



sessions at East Library, or by getting 
involved with the PPLD Adult Literacy 
and ESL program at Penrose Library, 
which currently works with Springs resi- 
dents hailing from 89 different countries. 

Learners looking for help on a less for- 
mal, more individualized basis can start 
with tutorspree.com, languagetrainers. 
com, the Colorado Springs page on eBay 
Classifieds, Clydesdale Coaching (1331 
Vondelpark Drive, clydesdalecoachin- 
gonline.com) and the Peak Language 
Institute (peaklanguageinstitute.com). 

Learn and teach English 

School District ll's Adult and Fam- 
ily Education Program at Irving Edu- 
cational Center (1702 N. Murray Blvd., 
328-3000) includes free and fee-based 
morning, afternoon and evening Eng- 
lish Language Learning (ELL) classes. 
"Family literacy is free for anyone in 
District 11 through Title 1, and our adult 
ESL and GED classes are offered to 
anyone in El Paso County for about $1.67 
a class, or a $50 fee per semester," says 
Melissa Burkhardt-Shields, director of 
adult and family education. "We also 
have a volunteer program for anyone who 
is not able to pay the fee." 

The D-ll program serves several lev- 
els of students, ranging from those with 
no English whatsoever, all the way to 
career training for newly minted bilin- 
guals. "After folks have gone through the 
[ESL] system, they are encouraged to go 
on to get their GED," says Burkhardt- 
Shields. "Our career pathways model, 
which we just started, gets students into 
the travel tourism industry where they 
can work while earning college credit 
with the goal of getting their hotel lodge 
management certificate." 

ESL classes are also available on Sun- 
day evenings at Village Seven Presby- 
terian Church (4055 Nonchalant Circle 
South, 574-6700), and through the Eng- 
lish Language Institute at PPCC (5675 
S. Academy Blvd., 540-7047), which spe- 
cializes in English language acquisition 
for international students and workers. 
Academy School District 20 offers ESL 
programming on an as-requested basis 
— call 234-1200 for current availability. 

Meanwhile, if you're interested in 
honing your foreign language skills 
by teaching English as a Second Lan- 
guage, both UCCS (255-8227) and the 
University of Phoenix (262-3000) have 
programs for TESOL/ESL certifica- 
tion. Family Immigration Services of 
Catholic Charities of Central Colorado 
(228 N. Cascade Ave., 636-2345) is also 
currently seeking volunteer teachers and 
teachers' aides for its ESL program.

Stalling crime 

Britain's surveillance-addicted govern- 
ment began installing cameras at gas sta- 
tions to stop uninsured or untaxed vehicles 
from refueling. The cameras feature 
automatic number plate recognition, which 
is designed to identify motorists who drive 
off without paying for gas. Under the new 
system, the same cameras will auto- 
matically cross-reference all license plates 
against a government database before 
drivers may pump gas. The pumps won't 
operate for vehicles the database shows 
lack insurance. The government estimates 
1.4 million motorists drive without insur- 
ance. (Britain's Daily Mirror)

When an undercover investigative 
reporter found people charging $30 for 
the answers to Florida's written driving 
test outside three driver's license offices, 
the Florida Department of Highway 
Safety and Motor Vehicles said selling 
the information isn't against current rales 
because the Florida Driver's Handbook 
contains sample questions and answers.

Medical marijuana news of the week 



Medical malpractice? 

There's a newvictim inthe push-back agains 
the spread of medical marijuana: lawyers. 

As first reported Monday by the Den 
ver Post, capital attorney Ann Toney 
(anntoneylaw.com) was told by her liabil 
ity insurance provider, Hanover Insurance 
Group, that it was not interested in cover 
ing her for any future terms, "because o 
the following riskfactors: Area of practice 
involving medical marijuana." 

The Indy spoke with Toney by phone 
on Monday, and though she was reticen 
to comment too broadly, she did provide 
this e-mailed statement: "I had informed 
[Hanover] that the bulk of my practice (70%) 
is comprised of defending people charged 
with Driving under the Influence of Alcoho 
and Drugs. The remaining thirty percent of 
my business is defending people charged 
with criminal marijuana offenses and advis- 
ing clients on the Colorado medical mari- 
juana laws. Thus it saddens me that Hanover 
[made] such a decision based upon a fairly 
limited percent of my law practice." 

Colorado Springs defense attorney Clif- 
ton Black (blackgraham.com), who also 
frequently represents those from the 
MMJ industry, was taken aback. 

"An attorney's job is to advise some- 
body of what the law is," he says. "So 
in my opinion, Ann Toney is doing exactly 
what an attorney is supposed to do. 

"If somebody comes and asks me wha 
the BAC on alcohol for a DUI is, and I 
explain that law to them, I'm not tellin 
them to go drink and drive, I'm just tellin 
them what the law is." 

Suthers speaks, again 

When it comes to government, it ofte 
seems that if there are budget problems 
medical marijuana's the solution; if ther 
are social problems, MMJ's the problem 
Here's another case of the latter. 

In response to a study recently release 
by the Partnership at drugfree.org show 
ing a lower perception among teens of ris 
associated with marijuana use, as we 
as increased use of the substance amon 
youths overall, Colorado Attorney Gener 
al John Suthers issued a statement las 
week saying "the increased availability and 
acceptability of marijuana in Colorado has 
dire implicationsforfuture drug-use rates." 

The study also notes use of prescrip 
tion drugs among youths is plateauing 
though parents are increasingly abusing 
the drugs themselves. 

Pelosi backs patients 

In response to pressure from MMJ 
advocates at home, U.S. House Minority 
Leader Nancy Pelosi issued a supportive 
statement Friday, saying she has "strong 
concerns about the recent actions by the 
federal government that threaten the safe 
access of medicinal marijuana to alleviate 
the suffering of patients in California."

Hall class has Cheyenne flavor

(whose son now is a Cheyenne Mountain athlete); Wayne Baughman, longtime

Killian, internationally respected sports 
administrator. All will be enshrined at 
the annual Hall of Fame banquet Oct. 30 
at the World Arena. 

Goldman, arguably the best high 
school wrestler ever to come out of this 
city, won state titles for Cheyenne Moun- 
tain in 1979 and 1981 while amassing an 
85-2 career record. In the legendary Uni- 
versity of Iowa college program, he won 
four Big Ten individual titles, capped by 
a 36-0 senior season taking the NCAA 
championship at 191 pounds, while help- 
ing the Hawkeyes to four NCAA team 
titles. Goldman has spent two decades as 
head coach at Indiana University, where 
he's coached wrestlers to three NCAA titles and 25 All-American awards. 

Krall, a Springs native, became a nationally prominent figure skater (her maiden 
name was Christy Haigler) as a teen representing the Broadmoor Skating Club, 
and finished seventh at the 1964 Winter Games. She was a multiple medalist at the 
U.S. championships and competed at several World Championships, while finishing 
at Cheyenne Mountain and later graduating from Colorado College. Later she began 
coaching top-level skaters, and she served as U.S. team leader for the 2002 Winter 
Games in Salt Lake City. Most recently, she has helped coach Patrick Chan of 
Canada to the 2011 and 2012 men's world titles. 

As much as those two achieved, though, Cheyenne Mountain's girls tennis pro- 
gram has maintained true dominance at the state level. Since 1986, Cheyenne teams 
have won a total of 16 state championships, and one's going for No. 17 this month. 

In some cases, sisters have continued the tradition. Joanne Varnum played 
No. 1 singles and captained the 1986 team before moving on to the University of 
Arkansas. Her younger sister Becky became Colorado's first player to win four 
state singles titles (1994-97) while never losing a high school match in her 68-0 
career. She went on to become an All-American at Notre Dame. 

Cheyenne's girls tennis dynasty has spanned four coaches — Bob Scott, Jackie 
Jones, Martha Bartz and Dave Adams — with Adams still coaching the team 
today, as well as Cheyenne's comparably successful boys program. 

Among the other Hall inductees, Helton was a multi-sport high school standout 
at Simla High School before going to the University of Colorado, where he was a 
consensus All-American in 1985 and 1986. He went on to win Super Bowl rings 
with the San Francisco 49ers in 1988 and 1989. 

Killian, a former longtime president of basketball's world governing body, 
served on the International Olympic Committee as well as the U.S. Olympic 
Committee's board of directors, and was executive director of the National lunior 
College Athletic Association (headquartered here) from 1969 to 2004. 

Baughman, a former Olympian and NCAA champion in wrestling, was the U.S. 
Olympic head coach in 1976 and coached at the Air Force Academy for 27 years. 

Also at the induction banquet, the Col. F. Don Miller Award will go to Frank 
Aires and Phil Johnson, Aires for his many years as a staffer and volunteer in the 
Olympic movement, and lohnson for his role in developing young basketball players 
through the years, especially for Doherty High School. The Thayer Tutt Sportsman 
Award will be given to Tom James, local attorney and volunteer who has helped 
support the USOC and its member sports as well as many area nonprofits. 
More information on tickets for the banquet will come later.
